‘This difficulty we 
hope to surmount. There is point in 
this meticulous avoidance of the fa- 
miliar name, too. We mean to set 
victims of the catarrh obsession think- 
ing, and perhaps, who knows, even 
stimulate a little of this unwonted ac- 
tivity among the medica: brethren. 
particularly that branch of the pro- 
fession practicing in the field of otolo- 
gy. diseases of the ear. 

I would not imply that ear special- 
ists never think. Mos‘ of them think 
a little, now and then, but with all 
due respect for earnest striving in a 
most barren and formilal 
it does seem to we that ear special- 
ists do less thinking than any other 
class of medical men. Nerve special- 
ists probably do the most thinking of 
all practitioners, in fact they do much 
too much thinking, I think. and noth- 
ing much else. Kar specialists are at 
the other end of the list—they do 
much too much meddling, and so sel- 
dom think it over seriously. 

Now this brings us to an exceed- 
ingly delicate situation. Heaven for- 
bid that I should say one word or 
give one hint to discourage or retard 
the progress in this laggard science of 
otology, or worse still, encourage suf- 
ferers from ear disease to postpone 


or avoid any necessary or advisable 
surgical treatment.

London, December 4.—(United 
News.)—A hurricane on the Atlantic, 
a terrific ice storm on the Caspian 
sea, heavy rains on various parts: of 
the continent and two earthquakes in 
Spanish Morocco endangered thou- 
sands of lives Sunday.

Reismer, according to the story 
told after his release, was lured to 
Chicago by a message he said came 
from ““Solly” Weisman, of Kansas 
(ity and Minneapolis. He said he 
was told a friend was in trouble. 

After he and his wife had register- 
ed at a local hotel, Reismer left to 
meet Weisman. He entered an auto- 
mobile and was driven by a man, who 
introdnced himself as an emissary 
from Weisman, to a place where they 
were joined by several other men. 

Reismer said he was taken to an 
apartment, where he was kicked, beat- 
en and threatened with death anid 
ordered to raise $15.000. He carried 
only a eheck for $5,000.

Belief was widely held that 
the return to activity of so large an 
industrial operator would prove a pow- 
erful factor in the commercial trend 
of the immediate future, as well as 
the coming year. 

The slowing up of consumer-demand 
for motor cars in 1927 was attributed 
largely to the approach of the new 
model of the Dearborn manufacturer. 
Predictions have been rife for weeks 
that buying would become general fol-

would participate in a decided spurt 
in the automotive retail trade, 
Stock Market Active. 

The stock market, deemed by many 
a barometer of business, had one of 
the most active weeks in years, with 
buyers of securities serambling for the 
stocks of concerns likely to enjoy a 
rapid expansion resulting from busi- 
ness created directly and indirectly 
by the return of Ford.
